Southern Pacific to be Forced
" 1o Sell Lands for Develop-
men of the State.

NOT TO GET MORE THAN $2.50

Test Case Comes up After Thirly Yeam
of “Hogging” by a Railroad Which
Has Blocked Development of State for
Many Years,

PORTLAND, Sept, 10.~To force the
rallronds 1o live up to the terms of their
land grant, which iy to sell land to
actual settlers sl ol more than $2.00
an acre, John 1» Snyder has filed suit
agalnsl the Oregon & California Hall-
rond Company, the Unfon Trusy Com-
pany and 8. T, Gage, N, T, Smith and
W, E. Brown, trustess, The suit was
filed in the Federal Court this mowning
by Atlorney A, W, Laferly, who haa
alroady succeedml in securing service on
the rallroad people, and the latter will
bave to make their appearance the first
Monday in October. The case will prac-
tleally be declded on pleadings. Sayler
ia a sottler residing in Columbia“eounty.

The far-reaching influences and effect
on the rallrond company’s holdings are
apparent, if Snyder wins, for it will e
tormine a question which s and has
boe for the last elght months owe of
the most important in the commuaity,
and ons which, if Snyder [s suvcessful,
will do ore todevelop (he state than
anything elud of recent yéars.

From developments at the Chamber of
Commerce meeting last night, which
was largely attended, there are
pects that considerable trouble will be
experienced in getting ap accarate map
drawn of the lots and streets in As-
toria. In response to e¢fforts made by
the Columbin Trust Company to have
Civil Engineer W 8, Fortiner, of Port-
land, make a map of the city, he has
went the following reply, which was read
to the Chamber of Commerce last night
by Manager Whyte:

“Gentlemen: After spending much
time and effort in an attempt to con-
struct the Astorin map from the plata
of additions thereto, supplied by yony
(meaning the Columbia Trust Co.), 1
am convineed that it is not possible to
do o without the performance of a con-
siderable amount of field work to deter
mine the exacl econditions on the
ground; leaving the reconcillation of the
asotriained differences between the var-
fous plats to the owners and others in-
terested. b

“A careful examination of a large
number of the plats furnished by you,
liscloses & vory evident disregard on
the part of one, of work previous-
ly performed, so that in many cnses
thete appear to be ‘overlaps’ In others
the deseriptions of the boundaries are
so vague and indefinite, nothing in the
way of accurntely platting them on the
map oan be done.

“As iy agreement with you eontem-
plated comstructing an accurate map,
that would represent actunl eonditions,

plats falls wmlm'!l’ru else than where
determined by this"systom of trisngula-
ten, THE PLAT I8 NOT CORRECT.
In view of the fact that this triangu-
lation has begn done by the [Upited
States government, it renders it much
simpler and a less expensive matter now
to straighten out the liscrepancies in
platting. und I should think the eity and
vommercinl organizations would be glad
to co-operate in this work.
